This information comes through a 
statement from he: She jis at  pre- 
sent at her country house in Great 


Neck, Long Island, preparing for a 
starring tour in the “Mi- 
lady's Boudoir,” by J. C. Drum, under 
the management of I. W. Hope, Her 
contract with Mr. Hope has a season 
to run, and at its conclusion, Miss 
Islood states sho will take up the Na- 
tional theater project. Mr. Hope will 
be interested with her in the affair, 
Miss Blood writes: 

“Who am I———" she asks, and an- 
swers modestly, “I am nobody But 
wo shall see,” she continues, “if the 
new energies of a nobody cannot ac- 
complish what the stagnant ideas of a 
group of somebodies failed to realize 
recently in New York city, In one's 
personal affairs, I believe in humility; 
but where a great idea is to be realiz- 
ed J believe in the ultimate aggressive- 
ness, Therefore, 1 am going to speak 
my mind out, and that without equivo- 
cation, 

“A national theater in America, one 
representative of the whole country, 
Will be born of the soil and not of the 
dollar mark, If ever a great public 
institution will develop from the sweat 
of the brow and not from the lining of 
the pocket, it will be a national the- 
ater, The main reason for the failure

The practical answer is that the farmer has not the capital to 
stock his farm, build the buildings necessary to house the stock and 
to await the three or four years until the return is possible from the 
Investment; and the banking system does not provide the arrange- 
ments under which he may borrow the money for the necessary time 
and upon the requisite terms to undertake the enterprise. At the same 
time the farmer can buy on credit all the machinery he requires for 
grain growing, and the ‘note he vives for machinery goes straight to 
the machine company’s bank to become collateral upon which the 
machine company may borrow more money to continue making ma- 
chinery, the final liquidation of the machinery note being, more often 
than otherwise, delayed until a date sufficiently remote to have per- 
mitted the maturing of an equal investment in stock-raising.

Herein is an anomaly and a weakness in the system of Canadian 
agricultural credits. When it is taken into consideration that the col- 
lateral behind a loan made for the purpose of stocking a farm would 
be increasing in value each month by the growth of the stock, where- 
as the collateral behind a machine note decreases by the depreciation 
of the machinery from the first day, the extent of the anomaly is 
evident. ‘ 

The primary reason, of course, why banks prefer to lend to ma- 
chinery companies in bulk against the collateral of farmers’ notes 
rather than finance stock investments upon the individual credit of 
farmers is that by the system now in vogue the collection is up to the 
machine companies. Germany, the country with which we are now 
at war, escaped this feature by a system of co-operative banking under 
which the money was lent not to the individual farmer, but in bulk to 
a community of farmers, each farmer getting the use of what capital 
the local committee of farmers felt the individual farmer could safely 
be entrusted with and all becoming guarantors of the bulk loan.

“THE BAIL JUMPER” 
BY ROBT. J. C. STEAD 


A suspicion that one has caught a 
distant echo of Ralph Connor, a feel- 
ing that one has failed to achieve a 
desired intimacy with the dramatis 
personae, and a decidedly hazy opinion 
of life in western Canada are the only 
impressions that the average reader 
will have after reading Robert J. C.

In the last analysis, the success of the back-to-the-land move- 
ment depends upon the ease with which the embryo farmer can get 
onto land and the extent to which he can stock the land when he does 
get onto it.

If the financial institutions which have been en- 
franchised as the custodians of the people’s savings cannot evolve the! 
System, then it becomes the duty of the dominion to work it out 
through the application of a national issue of greenbacks, quite prob- 
ably with the provincial authorities as the handling mediums and 
guarantors of the funds.

BRYAN AND BERNSTORFF 
DISCUSS GENERAL PEACE 
TREATY BETWEEN NATIONS 


Washington, Oct, 6.—The matter of 
negotiation of a general peace treaty 
on the Bryan plan between Germany 
and the United States was discussed 
yesterday between Count 3ernstorfe,

FROM WHEAT MINING 


TO MIXED FARMING. 
For the past two or three years the question has been hurled at 


=—_—_ 


the farmer from every editorial column in the country: “‘Why do you 
continue mining your land for wheat; why don’t you go in for mixed 
farming?” 

Phe practical answer is that the farmer has not the capital to 
stock his farm, build the buildings necessary to house the stock and 
to await the three or four years until the return is possible from the 
Investment; and the banking system does not provide the arrange- 
ments under which he may borrow the money for the necessary time 


and upon the requisite terms to undertake the enterprise. At the same 
lime the farmer can buy on credit all the machinery he requires for 
grain growing, and the note he gives for machinery goes straight to 
the machine company’s bank to become collateral upon which the 
borrow more money to continue making ma- 


machine company may 
chinery, the final liquidation of the machinery note being, more often 
than otherwise, delayed until a date sufficiently remote to have per- 
mitted the maturing of an equal investment in stock-raising. 


Herein is an anomaly and a weakness in the system of Canadian 
agricultural credits. When it is taken into consideration that the col- 
lateral behind a loan made for the purpose of stocking a farm would 
be increasing in value each month by the growth of the stock, where- 
as the collateral behind a machine note decreases by the depreciation 
of the machinery from the first day, the extent of the anomaly is 
evident. ? 

Ihe primary reason, of course, why banks prefer to lend to ma- 
chinery companies in bulk against the collateral of farmers’ notes 
rather than tinance stock investments upon the individual credit of 
farmers Is that by the system now in vogue the collection is up to the 
machine companies. Germany, the country with which we are now 
at war, escaped this feature by a system of co-operative banking under 
which the money was lent not to the individual farmer, but in bulk to 
a community of farmers, each farmer getting the use of what capital 
the local committee of farmers felt the individual farmer could safely 
be entrusted with and all becoming guarantors of the bulk loan. 

In the last analysis, the success of the back-to-the-land move- 
ment depends upon the ease with which the embryo farmer can get 
onto land and the extent to which he can stock the land when he does 
ret onto it. All who have had practical experience in the bush-lot 
homesteading which is characteristic of this section, know that it 
takes years for the homesteader to progress to the place where he 
can get his land sufficiently cleared to make grain growing a self-sup- 
porting business with him. Even on the unbroken prairie he does not 
accomplish the cultivation of his land allat once. At the same time 
there is lying about him everywhere unlimited pasturage and plenty 
of hay for winter feed. A system by which he could get the use of the 
necessary capital to stock his farm with a little band of cattle would 
make him self-supporting from the very first day and place him in a 
very few years in a position of independence, to say nothing of the 
enormous increase in the aggregate wealth of the country. The 
Presence of the band of cattle would in no way necessitate any delay 
In his cultivation operations. 

Phis is the thing which will have to be worked out in western 
Canada if this country is to avail itself of the opportunity presently 
Presenting itself, If the financial institutions which have been en- 
franchised as the custodians of the people’s savings cannot evolve the 
System, then it becomes the duty of the dominion to work it out 
through the application of a national issue of greenbacks, quite prob- 
ably with the provincial authorities as the handling mediums and 
guarantors of the funds,
